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CARES, GAIL, Museum Budgets 
Are Presented to City Council 


Director Liz Park demon- 
strated CARES’ many Fiscal Year 
2005 accomplishments with a pre- 
sentation at the April 17 
Greenbelt City Council budget 
worksession. Among the accom- 
plishments were running skill- 
building and discussion groups 
at three area schools and truancy 
prevention groups at Roosevelt 
and Duval High Schools. At 
Springhill Lake Elementary School 
CARES sponsored both anger 
management groups and decision- 
making skills groups as well as a 
second year of the Strengthening 
Families program. These school 
programs have been added to a 
continuing series of other activi- 
ties — its core services of coun- 
seling, GED preparation courses, 
babysitting courses, tutoring and 
the Advisory Committee on Edu- 
cation. 

Park said that some additional 
space has been made available 
to CARES with the first-floor 
conference room becoming office 
space for staff. CARES contin- 
ues to have a long waiting list 
for counseling services, however. 
An additional counselor to alle- 
viate this problem would add

$20,000 to the Fiscal Year 2006 
budget of $384,900. Of the bud- 
geted amount $84,000 is funded 
through state, county and GED 
co-payments. 

Management objectives for 
CARES include developing a 
strategic plan for the department 
with a mission statement, values 
statement and short- and long- 
term goals and offering an adult 
skills development group. 


Park went on to present the 
budget for the Greenbelt Assis- 
tance in Living program headed 
by Community Resource Advo- 
cate Christal Parker Batey. This 
program, known as GAIL, has 
now been placed under the 
CARES umbrella. 

Goals so far accomplished for 
GAIL included establishment of a 
new intern position to provide 
services to seniors, the hiring of 
a senior van aide (public works), 
obtaining a service coordinator 
for Green Ridge House (funded 
through a HUD grant) and pro- 
viding counseling services for 
seniors. GAIL also has partnered 
with Community Crisis Services, 
Inc., to secure funding for the 


Greenbelt Suicide Prevention Pro- 
gram, as well as creating a part- 
nership with the Bowie State 
University nursing program to 
provide weekly health visits to 
Greenbelt residents. 

The GAIL FY06 budget totals 
$85,200. 

Management objectives for 
GAIL include developing a pre- 
ferred provider program for home 
health care for Greenbelt resi- 
dents and offering a money man- 
agement program for seniors (in 
conjunction with AARP). 

Museum 

Steven Oetken, president of 
the Friends of the Greenbelt Mu- 
seum (FOGM), announced that 
the museum is now $500 away 
from raising $30,000 for the sec- 
ond phase of a $100,000 Na- 
tional Endowment for the Hu- 
manities matching grant, which 
must be completed by July. The 
museum expects to receive 
$10,000 from the city, $10,000 
from Prince George’s County 
Councilmember Douglas Peters 
and $10,000 from the Marjorie 
Patterson Foundation.

FY 2005 Budget 
Higher Taxes vs. Deep Cuts 


It is unlikely that council will make significant changes to 
the proposed budget for the fiscal year or substantially reduce 
the proposed tax levy even though that budget proposes the 
highest tax rate increase in perhaps the city’s history on top of 
substantial increases in assessed valuations of properties within 
the city. To do so would take a will that does not seem ap- 
parent. Council lacks that will in part because the budget pro- 
posed is essentially the council’s budget. While City Manager 
Michael McLaughlin is responsible for submitting the budget 
proposal, he, following council guidelines, crafts that budget to 
reflect the policies and priorities set by council. 

This Greenbelt council did not run for election to cut the 
budget or hold the line on taxes. Instead, all candidates, in- 
cluding those unelected, advocated bettering services. Citizens 
appearing before the council have generally sought improve- 
ments to city services not budget cuts. The only time a sig- 
nificant citizen turnout appeared at a budget worksession so far, 
they lobbied council to keep in the budget an item of special 


concern. 
Nor have the citizens of Greenbelt done much so far to give 
council the will to make the hard choices needed to cut the 


budget. At the first public hearing on April 25, three citizens 
made only mild requests for minor cuts. 

Unlike Congress, the Greenbelt City Council can not spend 
more than it gets. To maintain the present level of city ser- 
vices will require a tax increase. 

As Mayor Judith Davis has pointed out, it will take a sub- 
stantial sum — $145,000 — to cut the budget by one cent. To 
avoid a tax rate increase, council will need to reduce the bud- 
get by $870,000. The city is a service-oriented operation, re- 
lying primarily on paid employees. Salaries and related ben- 
efits form the greatest portion of city expenses. Thus, to sig- 
nificantly cut the budget, salary expenses for employees must 
be cut. Employees must be let go or vacant positions left un- 
filled. Either process means cutting city services. 

No one publicly advocates that services be cut. City vot- 
ers consistently re-elect incumbents or elect newcomers advo- 
cating similar platforms. Voters consistently rate city services 
as very good and even better than ever. Residents often say 
they want to stay in Greenbelt because it offers so much in the 
way of services. 

Perhaps somewhere among the city’s population there are 
those not satisfied with the way things are. If so, they need 
to come out from hiding and make themselves known in the 
strongest terms. Otherwise all of us, come next September, can 
expect to pay more in taxes.

Oetken also reported that 200 
people turned out for the sneak 
preview of the Franklin Roosevelt 
film at Old Greenbelt Theatre. 

In addition, Katie Scott-Child- 
ress will step down as part-time 
curator since she is moving to 
New Paltz, N.Y. Marge Rich, 
Rita Cacas and Mary Sies will step 
down from the FOGM board as 
new members Matt Berres, Jen 
Ruffner and Chris Stark take their 
places. Berres, who works for 
GHI, has served on the museum’s 
fundraising committee. Ruffner 
has a background in museum 
studies and social history. Stark, 
who has been a program manager, 
has done grant writing. 

Visitors to the museum in FY05 
were estimated at 4,000 and volun- 
teers completed approximately 
5,000 hours in support of the 
museum’s work. 

The museum’s FY06 proposed 
budget totals $64,800, of which

Public Works

While Greenbelters could par- 
ticipate in planting trees at 
Buddy Attick Park, they could 
also take a walk to the Public 
Works building which opened its 
facilities to the public in conyunc- 
tion with the city’s Earth Day cel- 
ebration on Saturday, April 16. It 
was a bright, sunny day as 
people could look at the vehicles 
used to help clean the city and 
its neighborhoods. 

The main exhibit of the open 
house was the greenhouse where 
over 6,000 plants are grown and 
kept in bloom. The whole struc- 
ture is oval shaped and covered 
in layers of plastic that act as an 
insulation system, keeping the 
temperature always between 75 
and 82 degrees. Horticultural Su- 
pervisor Brian Townsend said if it 
gets too warm, automatic fans will 
run to keep the temperature 
steady. During colder months a 
propane heater will kick on. 

The plants are watered twice 
daily and get their supply from a 
tank that collects water from rain- 
fall. “They start out as seeds, 
then it takes two months for them 
to grow full size and we’ll plant 
them into the landscape,” said 
Townsend. Some of the plants 
are distinguished by their colors. 
The Begonia Dragon will have 
red flowers adorning it while the 
Star Gold has yellow flowers. 
The Lantana plant stood out for 
its lemon smell. 

Townsend added that the de- 
partment plants a high number of 
trees every year along with the 
flowers at areas like the Greenbelt 
Community Center and on 
Hanover Parkway. “We also try 
to maintain the trees by removing 
any dead branches so they can be 
standing for years to come,”

Northway Revisited 


By late Saturday morning the rain relents and spring pulls a 
hiker to the blue-blazed trail near the end of Northway. The way 
leads north into the inviting opening trod by many but unvis- 
ited by oneself since last fall. 

Trees are beginning to leaf out; in the distance a few stray 
dogwoods ghost their white plumage. In boggy patches congre- 
gations of skunk cabbage shine glossily. A familiar foot bridge 
crosses the creek and its muddy water, here sluggish, there gur- 
gling. Around a bend spreads a tumult of wild daisies. A faint 
whirr of traffic on the Baltimore-Washington Parkway inhabits the 
air. 

From a twin oak, hefty trunks rise straight — 70, 80 feet high 
— though the joint base is hollowed out. Trees that couldn’t 
weather the winter are strewn about, some notched at an angle 
in live brethren. Others from earlier times are tilted against the 
rusty fence that’s reached soon enough, the fence with faded 
signs that read, U.S. Property — No Trespassing. 

Now the trail, trending westward, parallels the border for the 
Beltsville Agricultural Research Center. Breaks in the high cy- 
clone fence not caused by fallen trees clearly track to creatures 
other than deer that roam the woods on both sides. A hiker is 
tempted to follow a well-worn path that winds to the fields be- 
yond, where corn or soybeans or other crops will rise in a 
couple of months. 

With or without such a diversion, the backs of GHI multi-units 
on Ridge Road soon show up in the middle distance; Greenbelt 
Elementary School appears in about a half-hour at a good pace 
from the start. On the way back a young couple exchanges 
greetings and the thought fills the air: How fortunate we are to 
still have this retreat and the matching woods beyond the fence. 
In too many places bulldozers bust in and new houses follow. 
We need stretches of untrammeled land where we can breathe 
free and be reminded of what so much of the area, the region, 
the world was before humans exerted their sway. And to be 
ready to hike in when the mood strikes. 

Further, if another mood strikes on leaving Northway, you can 
satisfy it a mile away at any of four eateries at Roosevelt Cen- 
ter — Beijing, Chef Lou, Generous Joe’s and the New Deal Café, 
not to mention the Co-op grocery. And from there you might 
even walk home.
